WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The urgent 
deficiency bill to provide for tbe sup- 
port of the military and naval estab- 
lishments was passed by the house 
today, practically without opposition 
A fear had been expressed tthat the 
measure might open up a prolonged 
debate upon the conduct of the war 
but the Democratic leaders 
decide* 


that such a debate 
would properly 


come later upon the regular appropria 
tion bills, or upon the bill for the re- 
organization of the army. 
There was 


not a word or criticism of the war dur- 
ing the debate. 
The only point upon 


which an" issue was raised today was 
as to whether the bill, providing as t 
did, for the pay of the volunteers untt 
July 1,1899, might not be construed as 
a. modification of the law under which 
the volunteers were mustered into aer 
vice. 


Mr. UoRae, of Arkansas, offered ai 


amendment providing that It shouli 
not be so construed and upon it ther 
was a general discussion as to the ad 
viaasilKy of mustering the 
volun 


teers out before the regular army wa 
increastd. 
Mr. Cannon finally ac 


cRpted the , McRae amendment, and 
that.removed the only shadow of oppo 
alUon to the bill. A number of amend 
'menls were adopted upon the recom 
"mendaUon'of the appropriations com 
ihittee, which received some supple 
mental estimates after the bill wa 
prepared. • The largest of these was 
an item, of $3,000,000 for an emergent 
fund for. the. war department, $574.000 
for the ordnance department, increas 
ing the amount carried by the bill t 
S69.859.892.

renewed interest In the question of th. 
right f.T the state to regulate the prac 
tice of meflichift by those who are igno 
rant of medicine. 
The trouble with 


such regulations Is that they seem 
discriminate between, rival ''schools' 
of medicine, for, if 
mbre than om 


school Is recognized there is no limi 
to their miniber or eccentricity. This 
however, ought not to be a difficulty 
especially as the purpose of such laws 
is not to benefit any set of practition- 
ers but tr» in-otect rhe people. 
' As a matter of fact (here are only 
two sorts of medicine, scientific and 
unscientific, and only two 
opinions 


about it, enlightened 
and ignorant. 


The fact that the ignorant opinion in 
favor of unscientific medicine is held 
by plenty of'people otherwise intelli- 
gent and_wel! informed does not alter 
the case at all. for they are ignorant 
of the particular subject in hand. Sci- 
entific medicine is any practice, under 
any "school" name or none, which is 
based on modern scientific study and 
systematic clinical experiment: unsci- 
entific medicine Is any practice which 
is based on a priori theories, no matter 
how logically defended or earnestly be- 
lieved these theories may be. 


Unfortunately while there arc only 


two sorts of medicine there are count- 
less sorts of practitioners. 
Bungling, 


unscientific and criminally negligent 
practice is far from unknown among 
men with the very best credentials, 
while comparatively scientific practice 
may be met with among men of the 
most eccentric 
educational 
antece- 


dents. 
The fanatic who refuses to 


give medicine frequently has his pa- 
tients recover where the rash experi- 
menter might lose the same patients 
by ill-advised treatment. 


Nevertheless It Is the consensus of 


the best civilized, sentiment that the 
state should recognize none but sci- 
entific medicine and authorize Its prac- 
tice only by those who have 
been 


through a course of study where such 
medicine is taught. 
Such graduates 


may be blissfully ignorant but all oth- 
ers are sure to he. It is not too much 
to demand of professors 
of various 


erratic "pathies" and 
miracle cures 


that they come under the same regu- 
lations. 
If there is good in their sys- 


tems, and there 's good in most of 
ihom, it will not l>e diminished if a 
knowledge of the collected results of 
the world's experience is added to it; 
if tht-ro is harm in them, and there is 
some harm in all of them, it will lie 
greatly diminished by this knowledge. 


There ore laws embodying these prin- 


ciples to some extent, but they arc 
imperfectly enforced because imper- 
fectly sustaintd by public suntiinent. 
"We are glad tn see a tendency to a 
freer public discussion of such sub- 
jects, as it is only from such discus- 
sion that an enlightened public'opinion 
can grow.

THE CUBAN PROBLEM. 


Tn my last annual message very full 


consideration was given to the ques- 
tion of the duty of tlie government 
of. the United States toward Spain and 
the Cuban insurrection, as being by 
far the most impcrtant prcblem with 
which we were callad upon to deal. 
The

advanced, 


and the exposition of the views there- 
in' expressed, disclosed my sense of the 
extreme gravity cf the situation. 
Set- 


ting aside, as logically unfounded, or 
practically inadmissible the recognition 
of the Cuban Insurgents an belliger- 
ents, the recognition of the Independ- 
ence of Cuba, neutral intervention to 
end the war by Imposing a, rained 
compromise between the contestants. 
"Intervep.tion In favor of one or other 
party and the.forcible annexation . of 
the Island, I concludrd It was honestly 
due to our friendly relations with Spain 
that she should be given a reasonable 
ch,ance to rcallze>her expectations of 
reform to which she bad become irrev- 
ocably committed. Within a few weeks 
-previously she had announced compre- 
TienBlVe plans, which It was confidently 
asserted would" be efficacious to remedy 
the evils soi'deeply affecting.our.own 
•country, as well as those of Cuba, and 
so-repugnant to the universal senti- 
ment .of humanity, 
i Tht ensuing months brought little 
sign of real progress toward the paci- 
fication of Cuba. ' The autonomist ad- 
ministration set up in the capital and 
some of the principal cities appeared

Tht- response of the congress, after 


nine days of earnest deliberation, dur- 
ing: which the almost unanimous sen- 
timent of that body was developed on 
every point save as to the expediency 
of coupling the prepared action with 
a formal recognition of the republic of 
Cuba as the true and lawful govern- 
ment of 
that Island—a 
proposition 


which failed cf adoption—the congress, 
after conference, on the 19th of April, 
by a vote of 42 to' 35 in the senate and 
311 to 6 In the House of Representa- 
tives, passed the memorable Joint res- 
olution, saying: 


"First—That the people of th|e Island 


of Cuba are, by right, and ought to be 
free. and-. Independent. 


••.'Second—That it is the duty of the 


United States to demand and the gov- 


} of the United .States hereby 
\ that.the. government d Spain 


at-once'relinquish Us authority .in the 
island of Cuba and withdraw' its'lanO 
and naval forces from Cuba' and Cu- 
ban waters.

"Third—That the President of the 


UnltL-d States be, and is hereby di- 
rected- and empowered to use the en- 
tire land and naval forces of the United 
States, and the militia of the several 
states, to such an extent as may be 
necessary to carry these resolutions 
into effect. 


"Fourth—That the rnited s 


hereby disclaims any disposition or in- 
tention to exercise sovereignty, juris- 
diction or control over said island, ex- 
cept for the pacification thereof and as- 
serts, its determination, when that is 
accomplished, to leave the government 
and control of the Island to its people." 


THE ULTIMATUM. 


This resolution was approved by the 


executive on April 20th. 
A copy -was 


at once communicated to the Spanish 
minister at this capital, who forthwith 
announced that his continuance In 
Washington had thereby become im- 
possible and asked for his passports, 
which were given him.

Its operations during the war 
covered the electrical connection of all 
coast fortifications, the establishment 
of telephonic and telegraphic facilities 
for the camps at Manila, Santiago and 
In Porto Rico. There were constructed 
three hundred miles of line at

great camps, thus facilitating military 
movements from those points In a man- 
ner heretofore unknown in military ad- 
ministration. 
Field telegraphic lines 


were established and maintained under 
the enemy's fire at Manila and later 
the Manila-Hong Kong cable was re- 
opened.

overcoming nt the adversary and the 
extinction i»f his power wherever as- 
sailable as the speedy and sure means 
to win a peace, divided victory was not 
permissible, for no patriotism of th« 
rights and responsibilities attending 
the bringing about of a just and ad- 
vantageous peace could be thought of. 
Following the coming of the compre- 
hensive scheme of general attack, pow- 
erful forces were assembled i-t various 
points on our coast to Invade Cuba and 
Pnrto Illco. 
Meanwhile naval demon- 


strations were made at several 
ex- 


posed points. 
On May 11th the cruiser 


Wilmington and torpedo boat WInslow 
were unsuccessful in an attempt to si- 
lence the batteries at Cardenas and 
Matanzas. Ensign Worth Bagley and 
four seamen falling.

CERVERA'S FLEET ARRIVES. 
Meanwhile the Spanish naval prepa- 


rations had been pushed with great 
vigor.

the Cape Verde islands before the out- 
break of hostilities, had crossed 
the 


ocean and by its erratic movements In 
the Caribbean sen delayed our mill 
tary operations while bafllins the pur- 
suit of bur fleets. For a time fears were 
felt lest the Oregon and Marrietta. af- 
ter their long voyage' from San Fran- 
cisco of over 15,000 miles, might be sur- 
prised by Admiral Cervera's fleet, but 
their fortunate arrival dispelled the ap- 
prehensions and lent much needed re- 
inforcements. 
Not until Admiral Cer- 


vera took refuge ir« tbe harbor of San- 
tiago de Cuba, about May 9th, was it 
practicable, to plan a systematic mili- 
tary attack upon the Antillean pos- 
sessions of Spain. 


Several demonstrations occurred on 


the coast of Cuba and batteries, es- 
caping with their lives, as by a mir- 
acle, but falling into the hands of the 
Spaniards. It Is a most gratifying in- 
cident of the. war that the bravery of 
this band o£ heroes was cordially appre- 
ciated by the Spaniards, who sent a 
flag of truce to notify Admiral Samp- 
son of their safety and to compliment 
them upon thsir daring act. 
They 


were subsequently exchanged July 7th. 


By June 7th, the cutting of the last 


Cuban cable isolated the Island. There- 
after the Invasion was vigorously pros- 
ecuted.

The various governments responded 
with proclamations of neutrality, each 
after Its own methods. 
It is among 


the most gratifying incidents iof the 
struggle that the obligations of neu- 
trality were Impartially discharged by 
all, often under delicate and difficult 
circumstance*. 


In further fulfillment of international 


duty, I issued on April 28th, a procla- 
mation, announcing the treatment pro- 
pc«ed to be accorded to vessels and 
their cargoes as to blockade, contra- 
band, the exercise of the right of 
search and the Immunity of neutral 
goods under the enemy's flag. A simi- 
lar proclamation was made by th« 
Spanish government 
In the conduct 


of hostilities the rule* of the declara- 
tion of Paris, including abstention from 
resort to privateering, have acordlngly 
been observed by both bellgerents, al- 
though neither was ft party to that 
declaration.

The total casualties In killed 
and 


wounded In the army during the war 
were as follows: 
1 Officers kilted 23, enlisted men killed 
257, total 280; officers wounded 113, en- 
listed men wounded 1464, total 1577. Of 
the navy killed 17, wounded 67: died as 
result of wounds 1, invalided from ser- 
vice 6; total 91. 


It will be observed that while our 


navy was engaged In two great bat- 
tles and In numerous perilous under- 
takings in the blockades and bombard- 
ments. and 'more than 
50,000 of our 


troops were transported to distant lands 
and engaged in assault and siege and 
battle nnd many skirmishes In unfa- 
miliar territory, we lost In both arms 
of the sen-ice a total of 1663 killed and 
.vounclcd; and In the entire campaign 
by land and sea we did not lose a gun 
or a flag or a transport or a ship, and 
with the exception of the. crew of the 
Merrlmac not a soldier or sailor was 
taken prisoner. 


On August 7th. 46 days from the date 


nf landing of General Shafter's army 
In Cuba nnd 21 days from tlie surren- 
der of Santiago, the United States 
troops commenced embarkation for 
home and our entire force, was returned. 
to the United States as early as August 
24th. They were absent from the Unit- 
ed States only two months. 


PRAISE FOR VOLUNTEERS. 


It is fitting that I should bear testi- 


mony to the. patriotism and devotion of 
that Iprge portion of our army, which 
although eager to be ordered to the post 
of greater exposure, fortunately 
not required outside of 
the 
United 


States. 
They did their whole' duty, 


and, like, their comrades at the front, 
have earned the gratitude of the na- 
tion. 
In like manner'the officers and 


many of the army and of the navy who 


provided the means In the war reve- 
nue act of June 13th by authorizing a 
popular loan not to exceed $400.000,000 
and by levying additional imposts and 
taxes. 
Of .this authorized loan J200,- 


000.000 were offered and promptly taken 
from the subscriptions so far exceeding 
the cull as t:> cover It many times over, 
while preference being given to the 
smaller bids, no single allotment ex- 
ceeded J5000. This was a most encour- 
aging and s«?ficient result, showing the 
vast resources of the nation and the de- 
termination of the people to uphold 
their country's honor.

DEWEY'S VICTORY. 


The next engagement was destined to 


mark a memorable epoch In maritime 
warfare. 
The Pacific fleet, under Com- 


modore George Dewey, had lain for 
some weetu at Hong Kong. 
Upon the 


colonial proclamation of neutrality be- 
ing issued and the customary 24 hours 
notice being given. It repaired to Mirs 
Bay, near Honk Kong, whence It pro- 
ceeded to the Philippine islands under 
telegraphic orders to capture or destroy 
the formidable Spanish fleet then as- 
sembled at Manila. 
At daybreak on 


the 1st of Hay the American force en- 
tered Manila bay and after 
a few 


hours effected the total destruction of 
the Spanish fleet, consisting of ten 
warships and a transport, besides cap- 
turing the naval station and forts at 
Cavlte, thus annihilating the Spanish 
naval power In-the Pacific ocean and 
completely controlling the bay of Ma- 
nila, with the ability to take the city at 
will. 
Not a life was lost on our ships, 


the wounded only numbering 1, while 
not a vessel was materially injured. For 
this gallant achievement the congress, 
upon my recommendation, fitly be- 
stowed, upon the actors preferment mud 
substantial reward.

the fortunes of war was Instant.

On August 12th M. Cambon an- 


nounced his receipt of full powers to 
sign the protocol ae submitted.

The fourth article provided for the 


appointment of Joint commissions on 
the part of the United States am1. Spain 
to meet in Havana and San Juan re- 
spectively for the purpose or arrang- 
ing and parrying out the details of the 
stipulated evacuation of Culm. Porto 
Klco and other Sptnish Islands In the 
West Indies. 


The fifth provided for the appoint- 


ment of not more than five commis- 
sioners on each side to meet at Paris 
not later than October 1st and to pro- 
ceed to the negotiation and conclusion 
of a treaty of peace, subject to ratifi- 
cation accordinR to the respective con- 
stitutional forms of the two countries. 


The sixth and last article provided 


that upon the signature of the protocol 
hostilities between th« two countries 
should be suspended, and that until 
to that effect should be given as so< 
as possible by each government to tht 
commanders of Its military and naval 
forces. 


Immediately upon the conclusion o1 


the protocol i issued a proclamation 
of August 12, suspending hostilities on 
the part of the United States. 
The 


necessary orders to that end were at 
once given by the telegraph. 
The 


blockade of the ports of Cuba and San 
Juan de Porto Rico was In like manner 
raised. On August 18th the muster out 
of 100.00'J volunteers, or as near Ins 
number as was found to be practicable 
was ordered. 


THE MUSTER OUT.

MILITARY GOVERNMENTS. 


I do not discuss at this time the gov- 


ernment or the future of the new pos- 
sessions which will come to us as the 
result of the war with Spain.

In the meantime, and until congress 
has legisated otherwise, It will be my 
duty to continue the military govern- 
ment which has existed since our occu- 
pation mnd give its people security in 
life and property- and encouragement 
under a Just and beneficent rule. 


As soon as we are In possession of 


Cuba and have pacified the Island, it 
will be necessary to give aid and di- 
rection to Its people to form a govern- 
ment for themselves. 
This should be 


undertaken at the earliest moment con- 
sistent with safety and assured suc- 
cess. 
It is Important that our rela- 


tions with these people shall be of the 
moat friendly character find our com- 
mercial relations close and reciprocate. 
It should be our duty to assist in every 
proper way to build up the waste 
places of the Island, encourage the In- 
dustry of tha people and assist them 
to form a government which shall be 
free and independent, thus realising the 
best aspirations of the Cuban people. 


Spanish rule must be replaced by a 


Just, benevolent and humane govern- 
ment, created by the people of Cuba, 
capable ot performing all international 
obligations and which shall encourage 
thrift, 
industry and prosperity and 


promote peace and good will among all 
oft he Inhabitants whatever may have 
been their relations in the past Neither 
revenge nor passion should have » 
place In the new government. 
Until 


there Is complete tranqultlty on the 
island and a stable government In 
auguratt'tl, military occupation will be 
continued.

Fellow Fruit Growers:— The raisin in- 


dustry of California, though small, is 
one of very many which are making 
the people of the United States a self- 
contuined nation— one not 
dependent 


upon any other part of the world for 
the necewaries or luxuries of life; and 
these industries, if Intelligently man- 
aged, should return fitting -eward for 
their labor and enterprise to those en- 
gaged in them. 
A kindred industry is 


that of fruit growing, and as the fruit 
growers of this state have met with 
about the same successes and the same 
failures as the raisin, growers, 
they 


have the anme problems to solve and 
are naturally desirous of comparing 
notes with us with a view to our mu- 
tual advantage. ' 


en somewhat active in t 


efiort the raisin growers have made 
this season to place our industry upon 
a sound financial basis. I have be«h 
requested to furnish a few facts con- 
nected with our

friends, the fruit growers of California, 
who have'done Fresno the honor to hold 
their annual convention here and whom 
we have the pleasure of matins wel- 
come to the Raisin City. 


OUR RAISINS THE BEST. 


Without boasting, I think I may state 


a simple fact, now recognized the world 
over, that California produces 
the 


finest fruit known to commercp; and in 
the variety known as raisins the com- 
mercial men of the United States and 
Canada soon discovered merit and gave 


product the preference over 
the 


Spanish, article, 
L at hiehcr prices 


for the same (trades. In Fresno and the 
adjoining counties the Muscat vine has 
found- a congenial home, as is shown 
by the fact that seven-eighths of the 
raisin crop of the state is produced 
here. 
That our soil is similar to that 


of the Spanish raisin districts 1 found 
years ago to ue true, for when I was 
engaged in 1876 in establishing this in- 
dustry we sent to Spain for Muscat of 
Alexandria 
cuttings, 
which 
were 


shipped to us in-barrels half filled with 
earth exactly like the red alluvial soil 
surrounding: this town. 
No doubt the 


"glorious climate of California" Is an 
important factor and that, 'together 
with our soil and our American meth- 
ods of cultivation and curing, has given 
us the victory. 
That we can produce 


first-class raisins cheaply and abund- 
antly is established beyond doubt. The 
next question to consider is the im- 
portant one of a market. 


CONSUMPTION OF RAISIXS. 


In 1SS6 I induced Sir ISeorse Baden 


Powell, member of parliament (lately 
deceased), an eminent English politi- 
cal economist, to accompany mo on a 
visit from England to Fresno to exam- 
ine this district with a view to the in- 
vestmtnt of English capital here in our 
wine, raisin and fruit industries.

his return he made a very favorable 
report to his friends, and one result 
of his visit was the purchase of the

HISTORY OF THE ASSOCIATION. 
To apply this remedy the California 


Raisin Growers' Assoeiulion H'as form- 
ed about six months ago. 
The vital 


principle in this organlratlon Is that 
every raltln grower in the state shall 
place his crop absolutely under the con- 
trol of tbe association to be disposed 
of in any way that in the judgment of 
the directors la for the beat interests 
of all concerned. 
Owing: to numerous 


previous efforts at combination which 
failed, the growers had but little fait* 
in this movement, and It was late In 
the season before we knew whether we 
would receive sufficient support to go 
an with it. 
That being the case, we 


were compelled to adopt a make-shift 
plan for this season, and In order to 
secure the support of the commercial 
packers we entered into a contract with 
them by which we were to pay them 
full prices for packing, and full rates 
of commission fort he sale of the crop, 
and guarantee them the handling of 
75 per cent of the 
crop under our 


control. 
They on their part agreed, 


under heavy penalties, that they would 
not pack any crop not in the associa- 
tion. 
As practically alt the packers 


were Included in this contract, this ar- 
rangement gave us control of the crop. 
We then sent out notices to the trade 
Informing it of our plane; that we had 
ninety per cent of the crop under our 
control; that we would fix our mini- 
mum prices at the beginning, and would 
raise the prices moderately during tiie 
season as the market would warrant, 
taking care not to check sales by un- 
duly raising prices; and that we guar- 
anteed we would not sell at any less 
prices during th« year from 
harvest 


lime to harvest time. 
The result has 


proved the wisdom of this course, for 
we have already sold about 2400 car- 
loads of raisins out of a crop of 3000 car- 
loads, while there have l>een taken by 
the market an additional one thou- 
sand carloads carried over from last 
year, and the market reports from the 
trade journals of the 
east 
show a 


steady market at our highest prices, 
and no stocks on hand In distributing 
centers. 
The explanation given by 


those journals Is that the trade has 
bought freely on the strength of our 
guarantee that we would hold up pri- 
:ea. and thus enable It to make a profit 
n distributing the goods. 


A GOOD SHOWING. 


As our sales have, with very few ex- 


'eptions, been made for cash 
before 


shipment, we have been able to make 
our growers, shortly after the delivery 
of their raisins, an advance payment 
if 2 cents per pound; and are now pay- 
ng an additional sum of 1 cent per 
xmrid on certain grades, with more to 
come at the final proration. which will 
pobably make the net result for the 
.-hole crop equal about 3% cents per 
pound in the sweat box; while if the 
truth were known I believe that the 
whole Of last year's crop did not real- 
ize an average net return of 194 cents 
per pound. Thus under many disad- 
vantages, and with, as I have said, a 
makeshift plan, and a very costly deal 
with the commercial packers, \\e have 
this year realized for our growers over 
a million dollars more than they could 
possibly have secured for their crops 
without this organization. 


ELIMINATE THE PACKERS, 


[n my judgment, to make our organ- 


ization a complete success, it Is abso- 
lutely necessary to eliminate al! con- 
flicting interests. 
Our 
experience 


this season has convinced me that we 
cannot blend the interests of the com- 
mercial packer with the interests of the 
grower, any more than we can blend 
oil and water; and that any attempt 
on our part to do so will be a waste of 
time, and will be engaging in a very 
hazardous undertaking. . I 
am very 


strongly of the opinion that we should 
proceed at once to organize local or dis- 
trict packinc associations among the 
growers, with a large packing house 
at certain centers in the vineyard dis-

ited number of brokers who would dts 
tribute the crop to the greater satis 
faction of the trade, and at our o 
prices. 


THE COMMISSION BUSINESS. 


The disastrous results to the growers 


of thf consignment

system of selling our crops, it is un 
necessary for me to enlarge upoi 
most of us have learned that Icsso 
through bitter experience.

our market. 
The 


guarantee that we will not reduce the 
prices at' any time during the season 
should be maintain*-*! at all hazards. 
and if it should prove at any time 
that the crop is in excess of require- 
ments, which under this system is not 
at alt probable, the surplus should be 
sold to tho wineries or shipped to for- 
eign markets to be sold at a reduced 
price. 


THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


There Is one more point which I wish 


to touch upon before closing, and that 
Is as to the selection of the Board of 
Directors of the central organisation, 
and. particularly of the executive mem. 
bers of »bat board. These men should 
not be selected merely because they are 
good fellows or because they are gen- 
erally well liked or because they rep- 
resent any particular district; but, on 
the contrary, they should be selected 
solely on account of their fitness for 
the jkosition, and for their business 
ability, which should be carefully In- 
vestigated and clearly established. To 
such men the association can afford to 
pay handsome 
salaries. If it must. 


In order to set-live their services. There 
tan be no more "penny wise and pound 
foolish" action possible for us than to 
•efuse to pay competent men large sal- 
aries for such positions as these, when 
even a single error of judgment, ns I 
have seen this season, would lead to the 
loss of $50,000, or even 1100,000 to the 
growers. 
The successful men in large 


undertakings all over the world are 
those who employ as their assistants 
the most competent men to be found, 
.o whom they pay large salaries, if they 
must, and who will not employ inferior 
wen at any price. 
It should be borne 


n mind in this connection that we ore 
called upon to do a. business of about 
three millions of dollars a year, and 
that the work 
of that business is 


-rowded into a few months at harvest 
time. 
In this paper I have confined 


my remarks strictly to the subject of 
the raisin industry, knowing- that you 
would apply them, if of any value, to 
the broader subject of the general fruit 
interests of California. 


T thank you for your patience for lis- 


tening to these suggestions, and shall 
at any time be pleased to give such in- 
formation as T may have in aid of the 
cause of good prices for the fruit pro- 
ducts of the Pacific coast.

CONTRABAND OF WAR. 


The experiences of the last year 


bring forcibly home to us a sense of 
the burdens and the waste of war. We 
desire, in common with most civilized 
nations to reduce to the lowest possi- 
ble point the damage sustained In time 
of war by peaceable trade and com- 
m*rct. 
It is true we may suffer in 


such cases less than other countries, 
but all nations are damaged more or 
lees by the state of uneasiness and ap- 
prehension into which an outbreak of 
hostilities throws the entire commercial 
world. 
It should be our object, there- 


fore, to minimize. *o far aa practica- 
ble, this Inevitable loss and disturb- 
ance. 
This purpose can probably be 


best accomplished by an International 
agreement to regard all private prop- 
erty at sea as exempt from capture or 
destruction by the forces of belliger- 
ent powers. 
The United States gov- 


ernment has for many years advocated 
this humane and beneficent principle 
and Is now In position to recommend It 
to other powers without the Imputa- 
tion of selfish motives. 
I therefore 


suggest for your consideration thnt the 
executive he authorized to correspond 
with tho governments of 
principal 


maritime powers with a view of Incor- 
porating Into the permanent law of 
civilized nations the principle of the 
exemption of nil private property nt 
sea, not contraband of war, from cap-

The postal service of the country ad- 


vances with 
extraordinary growth. 


Within twenty years both the revenues 
and the expenditures of the postofflce 
department have multiplied three fold.

Our postal business grows 


much more rapidly than our popula- 
tion. 
It now involves an expenditure 


of JIOO.000,000 a year, numbers 73,000 
postoffices and enrolls 200,000 employes. 
This remarkable extension of a service 
which is an accurate picture of the con- 
ditions presents gratifying evidence of 
the advancement of education, of the 
Increase of communication and busi- 
ness activity and of the improvement 
of mall facilities leading to their con- 
stantly augmenting use.

INDIAN TRIBES. 


The special attention of the congress 


Is called to that part of .the report of 
the secretary of thfr interior In rela- 
tion to the five civilized tribes. 
It 


is noteworthy that the general condi- 
tion of the Indians shows marked pro- 
gress. 
But one outbreak of a serious 


character occurred during the year and 
that among the Chippewa Indians of 
Minnesota, which, happils*. has been . 
suppressed. 


While It has not y«L been practica- 


ble to enforce nil the provisions of the 
act of June 28, 1898, 'for the protection 
of the people of the Indian territory 
and for other purposes," it Is having 
a salutary effect upon the nation's com- 
posing the five tribes. The Dawes com- 
mission reports that he most gratify- 
ing results and greater advance toward 
the attainment of the subjects of the 
government have been received in the 
past year than in any previous year. I 
cannot to strongly Indorse the recom- 
mesdutlon of the commission and the 
secretary of the interior of the' neces- 
sity for providing: for tha education of 
the 30,000 white children resident In the 
Indian territory. 


The department of agriculture has 


been active in the last year. 
Explor- 


ers have been sent to many ofthe coun- 
tries of the eastern and western hemis- 
pheres for seeds and plants that may he 
useful to the United States. 


ARID LANDS. 


The forestry division of the depart- 


ment is giving special attention to the 
treeless regions of our country and is 
introducing species especially adapted 
to semi-arid regions. 
Forest fires, 


which seriously interfere with produc- 
tion, especially in Irrigated regions, 
are being studied, that the losses from 
this cause may be avoided. The depart- 
ment is Inquiring Into the us.; and 
abuse of water In many states of the 
west and collecting Information regard- 
ing the laws of states, the decisions of 
the courts and the customs of the peo- . 
pie in this regard so that uniformity 
may be secured. 
Kxperiment stations 


are becoming more effective every year. 
Th annual appropriation of congrss is 
supplemented by 
5400,000 
from 
the 


states. 
National experiments have 


been marie to ascertain the suitable- 
ness as to sail and climate and states 
for growing sugar beets. 
The number 


of sugar factories has been doubled In 
the last two years. 


The weather bureau forecast and ob- 


servation stations have been extended 
around the Caribbean sea, to give early 
warning of the approach "of hurricanes 
from the south seas to our fleets and 
merchant marine. 


NATIONAL CENTENNIAL. 


In the year 1900 will occur the centen- 


nial anniversary of the founding of the 
city of Washington for the permanent 
capital of the United States. 
Oh the 


17th of November, 1800, the national 
congress met here for the first time, 
and assumed exclusive control of the 
federal district and city. 


A movement lately inaugurated by 


the citizens to have the anniversay eel-, 
ebrated with fitting ceremonies, tflelti?- 
ing-perhaps the egmbllshment of a 
handiome. ^ernjaneni 
memorial lo 


mark BO historical an occasion .and to 
give It more than local recognition, has 
met with general favor on the part of 
the public. 


I recommend to the congress the 


granting of an appropriation for this 
purpose and the appointment of a com. 
mittee from Its respective bodies. 
It 


might also be advisable to authorize 
the President to appoint a committee 
from the country at large which, act- 
ing with the congressional and Dis- 
trict of Columbia committees, can com- 
plete the plans for an appropriate na- 
tional celebration.

application of the eight-hour law for 
the benefit of labor and of the prin- 
ciple of arbitration is suggested for 
consideration and I commend these 
suggestions to the careful connidera- 
tlon of congress.

commercial packer Is only a convem-' 
ence In this business and I believe we 
should do our own packing. That would 
not require a lot of spies and we would 
Ind that it would be much cheaper for 
us to do our own packing. 
"We spent 


From ISO to $100 an acre for our land 
and four or five years In developing It. 
Now, 1C we Bpettd on'y $2 or *3 an acre 
we could provide our own packing 
houses and effect a large saving. One 
season would more than pay for the 
construction of packing houses. 
As It 


Is now the packing houses He idle for 
eight or nine months In the year and 
those who have money Invested in them 
must charge exorbitant rates to real- 
ize on their investment. 


"The next question Is 'Should we do 


our own selling?' As it is now, we al- 
low the packers a per cent commission 
for making our sales and an additional 
2& percent to pay the eastern brokers. 
Although we have regulations against 
dividing commissions, the packers have 
been evading it. 
We now propose to 


allow only 2& per cent to the eastern

brokers and that Is so small that It will 
not be shared with the purchaser."

Tv-ASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The meas- 


ure which will serve as the basis for an 
action of congress this session, looking 
to the Increase and remodeling: of the 
regular United States army has been 
completed by the commanding general 
ol the army, and today was banded by 
him to Secretary Algcr who will trans- 
mit to congress, probably through the 
chairman ol the House committee on 
military affairs, representative Hull, 
alter he has had an opportunity to 
make any chanses that he may deem 
desirable.

Be It enacted, itc., that the military 


establishments of the United States 
shall hereafter consist of 15 regiments,

this act, to be known as the army of 
the United States. 


Section 2— That the regiments of cav- 


alry shall be organized as now provided 
by law, each to consist of three squad- 
rons of four troops; each troop to be 
organized as shall be provided in this 
act:Provided, that each regiment of cav- 
alry shall consist of 1000 enlisted n 
with the necessary complement of offi- 
cers. 
Section 3— That the artillery men of 


the coast shall consist of sea coast and 
field artillery: that the sea coast ar- 
tillery shall consist of 14 regiments of 
12 batteries each, and the field artillery 
of two regiments of 12 batteries each. 
The organization of the batteries of sea 
coast and field artillery shall be as 
provided in this act. 


Provided that each regiment of sea 


coast artillery shall consist of 1200 en- 
listed men, and each regiment of field 
artillery of 1032 enlisted men, with the 
necesary complement of officers. 


Provided, further, that the President 


may, in his "discretion, convert such 
field batteries as may seem to him to 
be necessary from time to time, into 
siege batteries, "horse artillery batter- 
ies, or mounted batteries. 


Section 4— That the infantry arm of 


the sen-Ice. shall consist of fifty regi- 
ments of three battalions of four com- 
panies each, each company to he or- 
ganized as shall be provided in this act. 


Provided that the regiment of In- 


fantry shall consist of 1200 enlisted men 
andProvided, further, that the Infantry 
arm of the service be organized on the 
basis of two army corps of three dl- 
visions of three brigades of three regi- 
ments each.

ment of the republic, to Import men un- 
der labor contracts for. a term of years, 
at the expiration of which they are to 
return to the countries from which they 
came. 
Those brought in are mainly from 


China and Japan. Since the act of con- 
gress annexing Hawaii was passed pro- 
hibiting Chinese 
immigration, Ha- 


waiian sugar planters have seemed to 
be making an unusual effort in secur- 
ing their importation of Japanese la- 
borers, fearing trouble and embarrass- 
ment on account of insufficient labor 
for the rare and carrying on of thftir 
sugar plantations. 
Of course, lt^ be- 


comes necessary to extend our labor 
laws over the islands, so as to prohibit 
all kinds of foreign contract labor from 
coming to the territory, first, because It 
is the policy of this country to keep 
out ail kinds of cheap foreign labor, 
including coolie labor and thereby pre- 
vent such, labor from interfering with 
the wages of American labor, and, sec- 
ondly, to protect our manufactured 
products from competition with manu- 
factured goods produced by cheap alien 
labor. 
The general laws of the Unit- 


ed States will place the people of the 
territory on the same footing as the 
people of the states and other territor- 
ies of the United States in regard to the 
foreign labor. 


The question whether white labor can 


be profitably used iii the sugar plan- 
tations is yet a problem, but the plant- 
ers ore preparing to give such labor a 
trial and some of them believe it will 
prove superior to the labor of either 
Chinese or Japanese. 


The commissioners take pains to ex- 


press united opinion that the plan out- 
lined for the government of Hawaii 
cannot be taken as a precedent for 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, saying 
on this point: 


"Much has beer. saJd to the effect that 


the policy of scheme of government! 
for the Hawaiian islands will be taken ! 
and accepted as an Index or precedent 
to be followed in the plan of govrn- 
ment for Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines. 
In view of this apparent expec- 


tation, or belief on thp part of many 
good people in the United States the 
commission deems it proper to say that 
the people of Hawaii are capable of 
self government and have proven this 
by the establishment of the republic 
of Hawaii and the adoption of a consti- 
tution and code of laws which would 
compare favorably with those of any 
other government and under such con- 
stitution and laws have maintained a 
stable government for several y#ars 
worthy of a free people. 
The people 


of those islands are more or less famil- 
iar with the institutions and laws of 
the United States, while the laws of 
the little republic are largely taken 
from the laws of this country. 


'It cannot be said that either the 


Porto Ricans or the Philippines are at 
all familiar with our system of govern- I 
mcnt or with any other based on the j 
principles of liberty. 
The underly-' 


ing theory of our government is the 
right of self government and people 
must be fitted for self government be- 
fore they can be trusted with responsi- 
bilities and duties attaching to free 
government. These remarks are mad* 
to negative the idea that because the 
people of the Hawaiian Islands can, in 
the judgment of the commission be con- 
sistently given self government to an 
extent almost equal to that given th« 
oeople In the states. It can be safely 
inferred that other Insular possessions 
which the United States have or may 
acquire by treaty with Spain, can be 
granted equal freedom in government." 


The report is unanimous, except on

ence to the canal dealing exclusively 
with the fact that the government of 
Nicaragua granted a concession to con- 
struct a canal to another company than 
the Maritime Canal Company. 


He denounced this transaction in se- 


vere terms, upholding the rights of the 
Maritime company for the'present and 
for an extension of its concession for 
ten years more." The report arraigns 
the conduct of the republic of Nicara- 
gua as well as that of the American 
citizens securing the new concession. 
In most severe terms, attributing the 
course of the Nicaragua to jealousy 
of Costa Rica and that of the conces- 
sionaires to "obstruct a great national 
policy In felling out to a trans-conti- 
nental railroad company for the de- 
feat of a supposed competitor." 


The committee admits as a justifica- 


tion of the new report the seriousness 
of the situation saying on this point:

They are In the business for their liv- 
ing and so are we for ours, but when, 
through the commission business, they 
took our living from us It is their look- 
out If we get our own back by estab- 
lishing our own packing houses.

1100 growers being present, 
listening to the favorable returns re- 
ported by our directors of this season's 
sales, the result of the present tariff. 
Suddenly all is gloom again, for -we 
know that If Greece Is allowed to dump 
her surplus currants on the American 
market the ruin of our Industry Is cer- 
tain. Over 3000 growers will be driven 
to s,eek other employment, and the mil* 
lions of dollars invested in our vine- 
yards will be wiped out. 


"Such a blow Is hard to bear, and 


particularly as it is to be struck by 
the apostle of protection and the Re- 
publican party. 
This blow directly 


affects all the great fruit Industries of 
California, of which the raisin Indus- 
try fs a leading one. and will paralyze 
their efforts at extension, owing to un- 
certainty of tariff measures; and when 
your attention is called to the fact that 
we have just elected a Republican Gov- 
ernor and a Senator In place of Demo- 
crats and have returned only one Dem- 
ocratic Representative out of seven, we 
feel you will agree with us tha.t Ohli- 
fornliu do.es not deserve such treat- 
ment. 


"We have worufrom the Spaniards
